Spring  in  the  East  is  well  underway  and  the  winter  cold  is  slowly  giving  way  to 
pleasant  weather  at  last.  Even  though  this  area  only  had  one  snow  storm  which  did 
not  amount  to  much,  it  is  very  exciting  as  Spring  arrives.  Along  with  Spring  this 
year,  the  Metro  System  opened  yesterday.  Washington's  first  Metro  Rail  Subway 
System  was  opened  yesterday  and  will  go  into  service  on  a 4 V2  mile  section  regular- 
ly scheduled  as  of  Monday,  March  29,  1976 

On  a recent  tour  of  the  B.E.P.  Printing  facilities  where  I was  able  to  photograph  the 
currency  printing  operations,  I had  the  opportunity  to  see  and  touch  what  I believe 
to  be  one  of  the  rarest  sheets  of  currency  to  be  printed  a the  B.E.P.  and  then  removec 
so  that  it  would  not  reach  circulation.  That  is  the  1 57th  process  sheet  which  con- 
tains the  following  serially  printed  notes 

00000000,  99980000,  99960000,  99940000,  99920000,  99900000,  99880000, 
99860000,  PLUS  24  additional  Notes  serial  numbers  determined  by  the  demand  of 
the  Star  Note  serial  number  range  at  the  time  of  printing.  The  particular  sheet  which 
I had  the  opportunity  to  view  and  photograph  was  the  1974  F/C  with  these  serial 
numbers  printed.  I believe  that  the  serial  numbers  for  the  Stars  were  F02720000* 
thru  F0318000*,  but  I am  not  absolutely  certain  as  I was  more  interested  in  the 
completion  of  the  F/C  Block. 

While  I was  at  the  Bureau  on  this  special  tour,  I also  found  out  that  there  IS  an 
inspection  of  the  Cope  Notes.  It  is  a cousery  inspection  of  predetermined  packs  of 
notes  and  it  is  followed  that  if  the  predetermined  packs  are  satisfactory,  then  the 
whole  run  is ...  by  the  way,  to  my  amazement,  they  were  inserting  1969D  F/*  in 
the  serial  range  of  F03360001  thru  F03840000*.  Those  of  you  out  there  who  have 
been  having  difficulty  obtaining  this  group,  have  faith,  they  are  on  the  way  . . . 

I can  also  verify  from  first  hand  knowledge  that  the  new  $2.00  (appearing  on  April 
13,  1976  most  area's)  is  also  being  processed  on  both  Cope  and  Conventional 
presses. 

On  other  item  of  interest,  is  that  right  now,  and  certainly  when  and  if  you  get  to  Wash- 
ington and  tour  the  B.E.P.  a Cope  machine  is  being  installed  for  you  to  watch  in  action 
It  is  located  where  the  final  inspection  and  counting  area  formerly  was  viewed.  Along 
with  this  machine,  there  are  five  others  in  various  stages  of  installation.  Soon  we  shall 
many  denominations  of  Notes  being  processed  by  Cope.  Who  will  be  the  first  to  dis- 
cover them  and  where?????  . . . 

Because  my  sources  at  the  B.E.P.  have  informed  me  that  very  soon  they  would  be 
supplying  Coin  World  and  Bank  Note  Reporter  with  the  monthly  production  in- 
formation and  therefore  they  were  not  going  to  continue  supplying  this  information 
to  individuals  as  I had  been  receiving  it  before.  This  makes  sense  and  is  good  thinking 
as  far  as  I can  see,  just  as  long  as  Coin  World  and  Bank  Note  Reporter  released  the  in- 
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formation  as  quickly  as  they  receive  it.  Especially  Coin  World  as  it  is  the  weekly  pa- 
per and  BNR  is  monthly.  Any  delay  would  cause  a great  many  group  collectors  to 
have  to  settle  for  circulated  notes  rather  than  uncirculated.  Well,  I have  received 
my  first  F/D  Notes.  The  E/*  have  finally  begun  to  show.  Still  no  sign  of  the  B/E. 
The  L/D  should  start  appearing  shortly  as  well  as  the  E/D  . . ' 

By  the  way,  the  E/*  which  I have  found  came  in  whole  packs  inserted  into  Cope 
Notes  of  the  E87xxxxxxC.  They  were  also  inter-dispersed  in  some  packs.  Could 
not  locate  or  identify  the  reason  for  the  use  of  the  Stars . . . 

Please  keep  me  in  mind  when  you  receive  the  $2.00  Notes.  I will  have  District  "5" 

to  trade  for  those  of  other  districts Ed  Zegers,  1 1 804  Pittson  Rd.,  Wheaton, 

Maryland  20906  . . .

COUNTY  FEDERAL  SAVINGS  BANK  AT  8:00  P.M.  IN  WEST  CHESTER,  PA. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Chuck  O'Donnell  at  8:00  P.M. 

Nineteen  members  were  present  with  two  excused  absences  - Paul  McCombs  and 
Tom  Werner. 

The  secretary  read  the  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  and  they  were  approved  as 
read. 

The  treasurer's  report  was  given  through  February,  1976  and  revealed  a blance  of 
$111.60.  | 

Vaughn  Sekula  introduced  his  guest  for  the  evening,  John  Crow. 

Old  business  - Chuck  O'Donnell  and  Vaughn  Sekula  reviewed  the  discussion  of 
February  regarding  the  educational  contract  given  to  the  Gilbert  Paper  Company 
in  order  to  have  an  additional  supplier  in  the  event  of  a crises  or  catastrophe.  It 
apparently  was  utilized  in  the  Federal  Reserve  Note  of  Series  1963  G/D  which 
was  first  printed  in  June  1 5th,  1 964  and  the  over  print  was  placed  in  July  of 
1964.  The  notes  were  all  for  the  Third  Federal  Reserve  District  and  included 
Notes  C-60800001-A  through  C-61440000-A. 

It  is  highly  unlikely  that  any  of  these  notes  survived.  However,  all  were  re- 
quested to  search  for  an  example  of  the  "Gilbert  Paper". 

Walter  Burkey  reported  on  the  availability  of  a 46  passenger  bus  for  a one-day 
trip  to  the  A. N.A.  between  the  24th  and  29th  of  August.  He  reported  the  cost 
would  be  $310.00.  Considerable  discussion  followed  regarding  the  trip. 

New  business  - Joe  Lynch  discussed  the  possibility  of  a trip  to  Fort  Lee  and  ad- 
vised that  it  would  be  the  central  point  of  New  Jersey's  Bicentennial.  Apparent- 
ly the  height  of  the  event  will  occur  on  the  4th  of  July  and  is  sponsored  by 
the  Interstate  Park  Commission  of  New  York  and  New  Jersey. 

Dr.  Aspen  reported  that  copies  of  the  By-Laws  were  available  for  those  desiring  them 

Bill  Horton  reported  that  The  Garden  State  Convention  would  follow  the  A. N.A. 
meeting  and  would  be  held  at  the  Hyatt  House,  September  2nd  through  5th,  1976. 
They  have  made  available  a room  for  The  Currency  Club  of  Chester  County.  After 
considerable  discussion,  it  was  voted  unanimously  to  join  the  G.S.N.A.  and  $10.00 
was  duly  mailed. 
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The  previously  authorized  dues  for  the  P.M.C.M.  were  ordered  to  be  mailed  and,  in 
addition,  it  was  felt  that  a full  page  ad  should  be  taken  in  the  new  journal  of  the 
P.M.C.M.  This  was  to  be  at  a cost  of  $22.00. 

Correspondence  - a letter  was  read  by  the  secretary  from  P.M.C.M.  including  the 
Club  in  the  Liaison  Committee  regarding  the  grading  of  paper  money.  President 
O'Donnell  is  to  appoint  a member  to  this  committee  during  the  next  month  or 
so. 


It  was  reported  that  S.P.M.C.  will  hold  a regional  meeting  on  the  3rd  of  April,  1976. 
The  P.M.C.M.  meeting  will  next  be  in  Kalamazoo,  Michigan  on  April  24th. 

The  Pennsulvania  Bicentennial  Exhibit  will  tour  West  Chester  area  during  the  month 
of  April  and  Willistown  Township  in  May. 

Show  and  Tell  - N.P.  Aspen  showed  a Phillipine  Invasion  Note  (Japanese)  and  the 
obsolete  printer's  proof  notes  on  the  Bank  of  Chester  County.  Vaughn  Sekula  next 
showed  a newspaper  receipt  for  advertising  in  Chambersburg,  Pennsylvania  dated 
May,  1859.  Harvey  Lee  revealed  a U.S.  Postal  Savings  Note  for  $1.00  dated  1940. 

The  Fifty-Fifty  Club  was  won  by  Joyce  Ann  Aspen  in  the  amount  of  $14.00.  The 
meeting  was  then  adjourned  at  9:20  P.M. 

Following  refreshments,  a most  interesting  program  was  presented  by  Ray  Jones. 

His  topic  was  German  Inflation  Notes  of  1921  through  1924.  This  was  an  excellent 
discourse  on  the  subject.  Examples  of  the  notes  were  shown.

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A RAGPICKER'S  PICKIN'S 
by  Chester  Clark  No.  974 


More  than  three  years  have  flown  by  since  my  fifth  article  appeared  in  the  RAG- 
PICKER. Belatedly,  with  apologies,  here  is  my  sixth.  Paper  money  is  one  of  my 
favorite  hobbies.  I've  thoroughly  enjoyed  membership  in  PMCM,  fellowship  of  its 
members,  and  especially  THE  RAGPICKER  and  its  articles  and  ads.  We  all  owe  our 
thanks  to  our  early  officers,  our  early  editor  Harriett  Nordhof,  the  folks  who  kept 
the  publication  going  for  a short  interim,  and  then  to  Ralph  and  Harriett  Werve  who 
took  it  over. 

Especially  to  Harriett  Werve  we  say  "thank  you."  As  wife  of  the  editor,  and  as  PMCM 
secretary,  the  devoted  hours  of  her  time  are  innumerable.  We  hope  the  new  format 
of  the  RAGPICKER  will  alleviate  at  least  a little  of  the  time  consuming  burden. 

Before  mentioning  some  of  my  more  recent  pickin's,  or  banknotes  of  special  inter- 
est I've  come  across,  I'd  like  to  say  that  I'll  always  be  "a  ragpicker"  as  long  as  I 
collect  and  study  paper  money.  Some  folks,  some  organizations,  and  some  publi- 
cations are  trying  to  promote  such  words  as  notaphilists,  and  syngraphists,  to  de- 
note collectors  of  paper  money.  These  latter  words  are  more  difficult  to  pronounce, 
there  is  already  enough  "sin"  in  the  world,  and  can  you  feature  trying  to  explain 
what  you  are  to  non-collectors?  I started  out  as  a ragpicker,  the  word  is  catchy, 
honorable,  reasonable,  and  I'm  proud  to  be  one. 

As  I make  change  daily  in  the  store  where  I work,  I continually  find  myself  scan- 
ning the  serial  numbers  of  the  greenbacks  as  they  go  into  the  till.  I do  not  collect 
by  serial  number  as  do  a great  many  who  write  for  THE  RAGPICKER,  but  I'm  al- 
ways intrigued  by  the  condition,  the  district,  the  serial  number,  and  the  series  of  a 
note.  In  fact,  I do  not  collect  many  U.S.  notes,  but  a few  have  attracted  my  atten- 
tion and  I have  saved  them.  Right  now  I have  three  $20  bills  from  my  recent 
paycheck  which  I would  like  to  have  someone  of  you  collectors  in  the  know  explain 
to  me.  Just  before  Christmas,  while  cashing  my  paycheck  to  pay  for  groceries  in  a 
local  chain  store,  I received  several  notes  in  change.  While  emptying  my  pockets  as 
soon  as  I got  home  I noticed  three  of  these  notes  to  be  CU  and  all  three  ending  — - 
779D.  I thought  I had  counterfeits!  Upon  careful  study  they  proved  to  be  good 
ones.  The  ending  digit  9 was  heavily  inked  alike  on  all  three.  They  are  District  7, 
series  of  1974,  and  the  three  serial  numbers  are  G24244779D,  G24264779D,  and 
G24372779D.  The  first  two  are  20,000  numbers  apart,  and  the  last  two  are 
108,000  numbers  apart.  There  are  2Vz  million  dollars  between  the  first  note  and  the 
third  note.  I thought  notes  had  to  be  bundled  consecutively  to  be  dispersed.  Is 
this  no  longer  true  under  the  new  COPE  process?  And  how  could  I have  gotten  these 
three  notes  from  one  paycheck? 

Obsolete  bank  notes  never  cease  to  amaze  the  non-collector  nor  the  collector.  More 
people  seem  to  gather  around  these  items  when  I display  historical  items  than  most 
others.  Probably  the  bicentennial  year  enhances  this  somewhat  because  the  colonial 
notes  do  go  back  200  years.  And  Civil  War  history  makes  one  aware  of  CSA  notes 
and  northern  wildcat  bank  notes.  As  I give  talks  to  school  groups,  Senior  Citizens, 
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and  historical  groups,  many  questions  are  asked.  Why  is  the  same  vignette  of  a 
waterway  used  for  Chippeway,  at  the  Straits,  as  for  Sandstone  in  inland  Barry  Coun- 
ty in  Michigan?  Why  is  the  buffalo  cross-eyed  on  the  $2%  State  Bank  of  Illinois 
(Criswell  S-432)  note  of  the  Illinois  & Michigan  Canal  Fund?  Why  a beehive  vignette 
on  Virginia  fractionals  during  the  Civil  War  - or  is  it  a hornet's  nest? 

In  November  the  stories  of  the  coming  $2  bill  were  prevalent.  The  local  paper  phoned 
to  know  what  I knew  about  it,  and  asked  if  they  could  photograph  some  of  my  $2 
bills.  They  did,  and  it  always  makes  one  proud  to  be  recognized  in  a news  article. 

In  a fortnight  on  April  13th,  the  birthday  of  Thomas  Jefferson  who  will  continue 
to  adorn  that  denomination,  these  new  bills  will  circulate. 

And  we  in  Howell  are  proud  of  the  large  pictorial  history  of  Howell  published  by 
the  Bicentennial  Committee.  No  one  person  could  have  all  this  information,  but 
collectively  it  is  great.  Hundreds  supplied  pictures  and  histories.  Twenty-six  of  us 
co-ordinated  chapters  of  every  conceivable  phase.  The  editor,  for  some  reason,  par- 
ticularly wanted  a chapter  on  paper  currency,  and  asked  me  to  put  it  together.  Al 
Latson  and  I took  several  notes  to  be  photographed,  including  Howell  depression 
scrip,  a Kensington  wildcat  banknote,  and  a small  national  1929  Howell  $5  note, 
charter  No.  1 1 586.  The  latter  I'd  gotten  from  Bob  Condo  after  five  years  of  search. 

It  appeared  in  Jess  Peters'  auction  last  fall.  And  I traded  an  Almont  Mich  small 
national  towards  it. 

One  note  not  in  our  Howell  histroy  because  I learned  of  it  too  late,  is  a CSA  $10, 
Criswell  T-30,  depicting  General  Francis  Marion's  sweet  potato  dinner.  Our  own 
township,  Marion,  was  named  for  the  Revolutionary  War  hero,  the  “old  swamp  fox," 
according  to  our  1880  Livingston  County  history. 

The  manager  of  the  local  dime  store  phoned  me  one  afternoon  asking  if  I could 
come  right  over.  A girl  clerk  had  just  taken  in  a $20  bill,  and  after  the  customer 
left  the  girl  thought  she  had  received  a counterfeit.  She  wanted  to  know  if  it  was 
good,  and  if  I'd  give  her  $20  for  it.  It  was,  and  I did.  It  was  a 1929  brown  seal  Fed. 
Res.  Bank  Note  of  District  7 with  the  four  heavy  black  letters  “G"  on  it. 

Other  most  enjoyable  acquisitions  have  been  one  lot  of  Philippines  Guerilla  notes, 
some  40  or  more  pieces  from  WWI  I,  5 being  unlisted  by  Neil  Schafer;  a purchase 
of  the  450  different  foreign  notes  from  Regency  Ltd.  in  Winnipeg;  and  a lot  of 
six  pieces  by  mail  bid  of  circulated  100  pesos  notes  of  the  Victory  Series,  Phil- 
ippines, of  WWII.  We  saw  the  latter  on  payday  in  1944,  but  only  officers  got  such 
high  denomination  notes.  In  the  Regency  lot,  two  different  notes  were  hard  to 
locate.  These  were  the  Japanese  Military  Notes  for  China.  I knew  I'd  seen  these 
WWII  notes,  the  50  sen  and  10  yen,  before,  but  could  not  locate  them  in  Albert 
Pick's  book.  I hauled  out  my  old  Sten  Vol.  II  and  there  they  were,  under  Japan.  Pick 
shows  them  under  China. 

We  have  an  exchange  student  living  with  us  for  the  year.  Ginna  Amoranto  comes 
from  the  new  national  capitol  of  the  Philippines  where  her  grandfather  is  the  mayor 
of  Quezon  City,  a city  of  about  a million  people.  At  a coin  show  this  winter  a collec- 
tor of  Philippines  paper  money,  Aden  Kerns  of  Fremont,  Michigan,  gave  Ginna  some 
WWII  Victory  notes,  one  and  two  pesos,  of  her  country.  To  many  of  us  WWII  doesn't 
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seem  so  long  ago,  but  to'Ginna  these  notes  are  historical.  She  is  only  16  now,  and  her 
father,  a lad  of  about  8 during  the  war,  hid  with  his  family  underground  beneath 
piles  of  garbage  when  the  Japanese  were  there.

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THE  EXCHANGE  BANK  AT  SHIAWASSEE 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  interesting  issues  of  Michigan  State  bank  notes  is  that  of  the 
Exchange  Bank  at  Shiawassee.  The  bank  was  organized  January  31,  1838  with  a cap- 
italization of  $50,000  with  Aaron  Morehouse,  President  and  George  W.  Clark,  Cashier. ( 1 

A total  of  six  different  denomination  notes  were  issued  during  the  bank's  brief  exis- 
tence of  less  than  one  year.  The  denominations  being  $1 , $2,  $3,  $5,  $1  0,  and  $20. 

Two  distinctive  types  of  $1 's  exist,  one  of  which  is  known  with  two  different  check 
letters. 

Of  extreme  interest  to  collectors  seeking  interesting  or  unusual  bank  notes  is  the  fact 
that  the  Exchange  Bank  is  the  only  Michigan  bank  to  have  issued  wood  cuts,  i.e., 
notes  printed  from  wooden  blocks  with  engraving  being  done  completely  by  hand. 

The  quality  of  their  engravings  is  totally  inferior  to  the  customary  steel  or  copper 
plates  and  results  in  a very  crude  appearance.  All  of  these  notes  were  printed  in  Cleve- 
land, Ohio  and  bear  the  imprint  "Penniman  & Bemis,  Cleveland,  Ohio”,  or  "Penniman 
and  Bemis,  Book  and  Fancy  Job  Printers,  Cleveland,  Ohio”.  Another  very  curious  as- 
pect of  some  notes  is  that  the  ”N”  of  "Michigan”  is  blundered  in  that  it  is  reversed 
to"l/l”. 


The  Place  name  itself,  Shiawassee,  is  quite  interesting.  It  is  taken  from  an  Indian  word 
meaning  "the  river  twists  about".  One  can  almost  understand  the  musical  translation 
while  repeating  the  name.  Shiawassee  is  situated  in  the  south-central  portion  of  the 
lower  peninsula.  Bowen  identifies  the  place  name  as  "Shiawassee  Exchange".  Still, 
the  location  is  a rather  northerly  location  for  a bank  in  the  1 830's.  Many  banks  chose 
remote  locations  since  they  did  not  wish  to  redeem  their  notes  for  specie.  Thus,  the 
more  remote  or  inaccessible  the  location,  the  lesser  probability  of  redemption.  Bowen 
relates  the  following  about  this  very  bank: 

A story  is  told  of  a stranger  who  lost  his  way  in  the  wilderness  of  Shiawassee 
County.  Night  was  filling  and  his  prospects  looked  grim  indeed. 

Following  an  old  wood  road  to  a small  clearing,  he  was  astonished  to  see 
a frame  building  with  a conspicuous  sign. 

Here  lurked  a Michigan  Wildcat  in  its  native  haunts.  (2) 
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A mere  $34,320  worth  of  notes  were  issued  by  1 838  by  the  only  bank  ever  located 
in  Shiawassee.  Since  Shiawassee  no  longer  exists,  it  ranks  as  one  of  the  most  interest- 
ing and  colorful  “Ghost  Towns"  in  Michigan  numismatics.

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THE  ENIGMA  OF  THE  REFUNDING  CERTIFICATES

The  earlier  issues  of  the  various  interest  bearing  notes  issued  by  the  United  States  are 
fairly  easy  to  understand.  They  were  authorized  during  the  Civil  War  and  were  de- 
signed for  two  purposes.  One  was  to  secure  additional  revenue  for  the  Government 
for  the  war  effort  and  at  the  same  time  to  put  additional  money  into  circulation, 
since  these  notes  were  classed  as  legal  tender  issues. 

The  Refunding  Certificates  present  a somewhat  different  problem.  They  were  au- 
thorized and  issued  in  1879  by  a Congressional  Act  of  February  26th  of  that  year 
and  consisted  of  two  different  issues.  The  first  was  made  payable  to  the  order  of 

and  had  a designated  place  for  endorsement  on  the  back. 

These  notes  are  extremely  rare  with  only  two  known  specimens  extant.  The 
second  was  made  payable  to  the  bearer  and  it  is  estimated  that  some  two  hundred 
are  still  outstanding. 

Although  I can  find  no  record  that  the  Refunding  Certificates  were  declared  legal 
tender,  all  of  the  notes  that  I have  seen  show  evidence  of  considerable  circulation. 
This  would  seem  to  indicate  that  they  were  in  fact  readily  acceptable  and  that  they 
did  actually  circulate  as  currency. 

Since  there  was  no  war  or  financial  disturbance  at  that  time,  it  is  difficult  to  under- 
stand the  need  for  the  Refunding  Certificates.  According  to  one  major  cataloger  they 
were  issued  "in  order  to  make  government  securities  more  popular  and  more  easily 
within  the  reach  of  the  average  citizen"/  According  to  another  they  were  issued 
because  "the  government  wanted  to  create  more  faith  in  paper  currenty"/  * No 
doubt  both  of  these  reasons  are  correct  but  I don't  feel  that  they  tell  the  whole 
story. 

Up  until  1873  the  mints  accepted  silver  for  free  coinage  into  standard  silver  dollars 
of  41  2.5  grains  of  silver  90%  fine.  Since  1 834,  however,  it  was  unprofitable  to  mint 
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silver  dollars  because  the  value  of  the  silver  was  worth  more  than  that  of  the  gold 
dollar.  In  1 873,  consequently,  the  silver  dollar  was  dropped  from  the  list  of  coins 
to  be  minted.  Shortly  thereafter  new  silver  deposits  were  found  in  the  West  and  the 
price  of  silver  fell  in  value  to  the  point  where  it  was  worth  less  than  gold  at  the  es- 
tablished ratios.  Because  it  was  now  profitable  to  again  offer  silver  to  the  mints  for 
free  coinage,  the  mining  interests  brought  pressure  to  bear  on  Congress  to  reestab- 
lish the  free  coinage  of  silver.  As  a compromise  measure,  the  Bland-Allison  Act 
was  passed  in  1878.  This  Act  required  the  purchase  and  coinage  of  not  less  than 
$2,000,000  nor  more  than  $4,000,000  per  month  of  silver  dollars.  How  was  the 
government  to  raise  enought  money  to  pay  for  silver? 

Another  interesting  fact  occurred  a year  later  in  1879.  In  that  year  the  govern- 
ment restored  (or  perhaps  inaugurated  is  a better  word)  the  redemption  of  its 
paper  currency  for  gold.  By  this  time  the  American  public  was  used  to  federal 
currency  and  had  little  desire  to  redeem  it;  nevertheless,  if  there  had  been  a 
rush  to  cash  in  the  greenbacks  in  circulation,  it  probably  would  have  had  dis- 
asterous  effects  on  the  Treasury. 

Although  I have  no  proof,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Federal  Government  did  not 
issue  Refunding  Certificates  solely  to  help  the  small  investor.  In  my  opinion 
these  interesting  notes  were  issued  for  some  specific  purpose  and  I feel  that  the 
logical  explanation  is  that  the  Treasury  had  to  raise  money.  I suggest  that  this 
need  for  additional  money  was  due  to  the  circumstances  as  outlined  above.
